Dr. Albert Sabin said Mon­ 
day it is “without foundation 
and rather irresponsible” to 
suggest the oral polio vaccine 
he developed is linked with 
paralytic diseases in Nebras­ 
ka. 
A report released in Lincoln 
Monday by a Public Health 
Service investigation team in­ 
dicated a direct relationship 
between Type III Sabin oral 
vaccine and 9 cases of para­ 
lytic disease in the state. 
The Associated 
Press in 
Cincinnati q uoted Dr. Sabin 
as saying he had been advised 
of the report previously. 
‘Irresponsible’ 
“ I would say the report is 
without foundation, is rather 
irresponsible and not in the 
public interest,” Dr. Sabin de­ 
clared. 
The PHS report, signed by 
Dr. William Paul Glezen, med­ 
ical epidemiologist, said: 
“The e p i d e m i o l o gi c 
evidence indicates that t h e 
paralytic disease occurring in 
.Nebraska is directly related 
to the feeding of the atten 
uated poliovirus vaccine.” 
“ Investigation of paralytic 
disease in Nebraska revealed 
that 9 persons developed an 
illness compatible with acute 
poliomyelitis between 7 anc 
22 days after ingesting atten

Commenting on the report, 
Dr. Rogers said it confirms 
what he and others have sus­ 
pected for some time. 
.No Recommendations 
The state health director 
said he does not plan to make 
any recommendations “at this 
tim e” as to the use or dis­ 
continuance of the Type III 
vaccine, adding that it is up 
to the “local communities and 
their associated health offi­ 
cers who sponsor the vaccina­ 
tion program.” 
Dr. Rogers noted that the 
Public Health Service previ­ 
ously said, late in September, 
that the Type III 
vaccine 
should be administered only 
to school-age and pre-school 
children. 
The 3-member survey team 
studied hospital 
r e c o r d s , 
talked with numerous physi­ 
cians in charge of local vac­ 
cination programs, and exam­ 
ined non-paralytic as well as 
paralytic patients. 
Of the 9 cases linked with 
Type 
III vaccine, 3 were 
found in Omaha, and one 
each in Lincoln, 
Fremont,

Basking in the light of an almost un­ 
precedented victory in the Cuban affair, 
there is a clamor from some that the U.S. 
take this as an example and go on the of­ 
fensive throughout the world. They believe 
that the Caribbean episode has shown that 
communism can be stuffed right back down 
the throat of the Kremlin. There is no doubt 
that Cuba was a defeat for Russia and one 
that should encourage this nation to stand 
fast in the defense of what it believes in 
but as an invitation to further adventures, 
it leaves something to be desired. 
It is important to note that no two 
situations in the world are like, thus mak­ 
ing It impossible to put the pattern of one

own past. 
This is 
trouble spots through Asia, 
East. Europe, Africa, etc. By the same 
token, the position of the Soviet Union is 
not the same in all parts of the world as it 
IS in Cuba and the re.st of Latin America. 
These are facts that should not be ig­ 
nored and cannot be ignored without sub­ 
stantial risk to the West. 
Tied in with these facts are certain 
other basic considerations. It is said, for 
example, that the I’.S. should take the 
initiative in Berlin. But exactly how are 
we to take such initiative? Berlin itself is 
already a free city and wc can do nothing 
more than that with it. We can do nothing 
more than let it be made clear that we 
intend to keep Berlin free even at the risk 
of armed encounter with the forces of com­ 
munism. 
The only thing by way of an offense 
that we could mount in Berlin would be to 
do away with the threat that exists to the 
freedom of Berlin. This threat is the com­ 
munist state of East Germany that sur­ 
rounds Berlin. To do away with East Ger­ 
many would simply mean to declare war 
upon her and this would be the beginning 
of World War III. 
★ 
We can take a limited oliensive by 
proposing solutions to Berlin but this we 
have done and continue to do in the face 
of Russian disregard for what we propose. 
We will stand for free and open elections 
in Berlin and all of Germany and for Rus­ 
sian guarantees of free and open access 
to Berlin. We cannot deny that these are 
offensive proposals merely because they 
are rejected by the Soviet Union. The same 
thing is true of the arm s race and bomb 
testing. We cannot say that the U.S. has 
no offensive position in disarmament just 
because the Soviet Union refused to ac­ 
cept the condition that disarmament include 
inspections. Certainly, we have led the way 
in efforts to secure a workable ban on the 
testing of nuclear bombs but we cannot

be held up to ridicule and accused of lack 
of imagination because Russia will not ac­ 
cept any meaningful control plan. 
.\nd we constantly lose sight of the 
most important factor of all — the historic 
position of this nation as a non-aggressive 
force. We cannot live by and with democra­ 
cy and adopt the same kind of tactics 
that are used by the communists. We can­ 
not subvert goverments throughout t h e 
world, install new regimes and keep them 
in power by use of force. We cannot advo­ 
cate a free choice of people in meeting 
the demands of communism and then turn 
around and throw the idea of a free choice 
away. This presents us with a problem 
that is not faced by the Reds. Communism 
is based on rule by a select few and de­ 
mocracy is based on just the opposite 
principle. 
★ 
This has been pointed out many times 
in many places but people seem to forget 
about it when they come to grips with a 
particular problem. The*situation calls for 
a long-range rather than a short-range 
view of things, which also is a factor that 
is somewhat new for us. We are inclined 
to be more positive, to act q uickly, while 
the present state of affairs calls for a long 
test of strength. 
W’hat we are to prove to the world is 
that people can prosper more and be hap­ 
pier if they are permitted to determine 
their own future. We are to show the world 
that there is greater strength and more re­ 
wards in self-government than in enforced 
government. W’e want to convince people 
that it is better to do things themselves 
rather than have everything done for them 
by someone else. 
We have lost this fight the minute we 
change to the communist system of sub­ 
version and force. We could go into Red 
_________________ 
China and oust th e 
c o m m u n i s t rulers 
there, even though this 
would be a substantial 
undertaking. The risk 
of a full-scale nuclear war hardly needs to 
be pointed out. But if we did succeed in elim­ 
inating the Red rule in China, what would 
we provide as a substitute? We would 
have to install a government by force and 
keep it in power with force. This we would 
have to do until we were sure of our foot­ 
ing and sure of the complete elimination 
of communist influence. 
The difficulty we face is that in these 
times, to go on the offensive means to be 
the aggressor. We certainly have a respon­ 
sibility to provide the kind of world leader­ 
ship in which we believe and have faith 
but we cannot force democracy upon a 
people as the Russians force communism 
upon them. By its very nature, democracy 
must be won by the people themselves or 
it is something else. It must have a firm 
and broad root system before there can 
be any flowering.

Today Nebraska will chose its future 
congressional representation, in state ad­ 
ministration while giving a yes or a no to 
seven 
important 
referendum 
q uestions. 
However dutifully the voters attend to their 
constitutional duty the results will be event­ 
ful. 
On this morning of voting day it is 
appropos to examine the American image. 
The United States is an outstanding, his­ 
torical example of democratic government 
and the sovereignty of free people. Yet as 
a nation an election seldom commands 
more than 60 per cent of the possible vote. 
This is at once a testimonial of the pub­ 
lic’s faith in the general efficacy of popular 
elections and a warning that trust can also 
be a pitfall. Democracy cannot in the long 
pull be delegated. It is a privilege that 
must be exercised. 


It is too late this morning to admonish 
the uninformed voter. The election debate 
has been going on for weeks. The q uestions 
have been thoroughly ventilated and the 
points w’ell argued. Certainly the candi­ 
dates and the sponsors of referendum q ues­ 
tions have striven for the public ear. 
A heavier-than-usual vote today would 
reflect credit on Nebraska, but an unusual 
response from those who have not interest­ 
ed themselves in the campaigns and who 
are not acq uainted with the issues is only 
a half step. Detachment is no basis for vital 
decisions. Even following political labels in 
Nebraska is not a substitute for security. 
The parties do not say who shall and who 
shall not run. The dimensions of the candi­ 
dates in Nebraska is a m atter for voter 
responsibility. These are truths that well 
could occupy the thougjits of voters today 
as they go to the pollSf.

Second Look 
The easy way to ex plain N ebraska’s showing against 
Missouri is to put the hlarne squarely on CBS and Mel .Allen. 
After all, N ebraska has a history of taking gas before 
the TV cam eras. 
But that would be grossly unfair to UBS, .Allen and the 
Missouri Tigers. 
In short, I thought the best team won, while the Corn­ 
huskers are capable of playing better than 'they did. 
Elim inate Husker e rrors—and they were num erous— 
and it would have been much more of nerve-wracking con­ 
test. 
Open to speculation, of course, is what N ebraska would 
have done had Missouri given the Huskers the ball on the 
Tiger 46, 21 and 26 via fumbles. 
Well, the way the Tiger defense was hog-lying the 
Scarlet attack, N ebraska might have been hard-pressed to 
capitalize—or they m ight have scored 3 tim es, too. Missouri, 
on the other hand, had sufficient poise and power to take 
advantage of H usker miscues. 
Impressive Defense 
Most im pressive part of N eb rask a’s perform ance was 
the toughness displayed by the Scarlet defensive lino. We 
had heard a lot about Missouri’s rock-solid defense, but 
there was a question about the H uskers’ ability to contain 
a first-rate opponent which boasted superior line forces. 
N ebraska linemen answ ered that one with encouraging 
positiveness. The Tigers did not eat up the Husker line. 
N ebraska gave ground grudingly and .Missouri never was 
able to sustain a bulk-of-the-field offensive m arch. 
Recalling Syracuse rolling more than 9 0 yards to score 
on 3 or 4 occasions last fall, it strikes me that Bob De­ 
vaney & Co., have m ade ex cellent progress in stiffening 
NU’s fortifications. 
N ebrask a’s offense, of course, was disappointing and 
a lot of the credit goes to Missouri. It looked like the Tiger 
secondary knew Husker pass patterns almost better than 
the Scarlet receivers and Mizzou’s defensive line cau.sed 
hurry-up situations on almo.st every NU play. 
Pass Nullified 


N ebraska through 
6 gam es relied a great deal on the 
forward pass to ex ploit opponents and take the pressure 
off its running gam e. When Missouri stripped the Huskers 
of the aerial weapon, NU was in trouble and the em bar- 
rasing bobbles m erely added to the strain. 
As far as I’m concerned, N ebraska had reason to hope 
for victory and had indicated it could give the Tigers a 
rough afternoon. The playing of the gam e clearly dem on­ 
strated that Missouri was the strongest team and that .Ne­ 
braska, while definitely improved, cannot afford to m ake 
a lot of m istakes against a team with equal or superior 
manpower. 
It’s that simple. T here’s no need for head-hanging after 
losing to Missouri. 
Challenge Ahead 


The fact rem ains that N ebraska is a good football 
team , certainly not a great one by any m eans but a club 
that has brought Husker followers fun, ex citem ent and 
pride after a long drought. 
And speaking of pride, the Cornhuskers have a chance 
now to show they have the stuff to shake off a defeat, bow 
their necks and go after Kansas, Oklahoma State and 
Oklahoma with gusto.
